The Nielsen Report 


In response to the government’s concern about 
waste, duplication and red tape in federal depart- 
ments and agencies, the Ministerial Task Force 
on Program Review was initiated on September 
18, 1984, just one day after the new government 
was sworn in. In making the announcement, 
Prime Minister Brian Mulroney said he was asking 
the Task Force to overhaul government programs 
so that they would be ‘simpler, more understand- 
able and more accessible to their clientele‘ and 
that decision-making should be ‘decentralized as 
far as possible to those in direct contact with cli- 
ent groups’. The rationale for the program review 
was also rooted in the government’s overall pro- 
gram for economic renewal. The new govern- 
ment believed strongly that an efficient govern- 
ment, helping rather than hindering the 
entrepreneurial spirit of Canadians, can free 
many segments of the economy to function on 
their own merits. This will improve productivity 
and support innovation as well as eliminate sys- 
temic barriers to economic growth. 


The scope of the work of the Task Force and its 
study teams is unprecedented. There had never 
been an attempt to improve services and pro- 
grams or realize efficiencies across the entire fed- 
eral government system in one concerted effort. 
The clientele for the programs and services ex- 
amined through this review process varies from 
war veterans to farmers and small businessmen, 
from native people to immigrants, and from fish- 
ermen to students. In fact, every Canadian is af-

TASK FORCE ON PROGRAM 
REVIEW 


In response to the government's concern about 
waste, duplication and red tape in federal depart- 
ments and agencies, the Ministerial Task Force 
on Program Review was initiated on September 
18, 1984, just one day after the new government 
was sworn in. In making the announcement, 
Prime Minister Brian Mulroney said he was asking 
the Task Force to overhaul government programs 
so that they would be ‘simpler, more understand- 
able and more accessible to their clientele’ and 
that decision-making should be ‘decentralized as 
far as possible to those in direct contact with cli- 
ent groups‘. The rationale for the program review 
was also rooted in the government's overall pro- 
gram for economic renewal. The new govern- 
ment believed strongly that an efficient govern- 
ment, helping rather than hindering the 
entrepreneurial spirit of Canadians, can free 
many segments of the economy to function on 
their own merits. This will improve productivity 
and support innovation as well as eliminate sys- 
temic barriers to economic growth. 


The scope of the work of the Task Force and its 
study teams is unprecedented. There had never 
been an attempt to improve services and pro- 
grams or realize efficiencies across the entire fed- 
eral government system in one concerted effort. 
The clientele for the programs and services ex- 
amined through this review process varies from 
war veterans to farmers and small businessmen, 
from native people to immigrants, and from fish- 
ermen to students. In fact, every Canadian is af- 
fected in one way or another by the programs 
studied. 


As a result, the complexity of the task was also 
enormous. The Task Force selected 989 federal 
programs and services for review, reflecting an- 
nual federal expenditures of more than $92 bil- 
lion, including tax expenditures. Study teams 
were established after the inventory of 989 pro- 
grams was assembled into more manageable 
segments. The teams, and their reports, were 
subsequently grouped around four major themes 
as follows: 1) ECONOMIC GROWTH: Agriculture, 
Culture and Communications, Natural Re- 
sources, Services and Subsidies to Business, 
Transportation; 2) IMPROVED PROGRAM DE- 
LIVERY: Citizenship, Labour and Immigration, 
Environment, Health and Sports, Indian and Na- 
tive Programs, Justice System; 3) MANAGE- 
MENT OF GOVERNMENT: Major Surveys, Pro- 
curement, Real Property, Regulatory Agencies, 


Regulatory Programs; 4) SERVICE TO THE PUB- 
LIC: Canada Assistance Plan, Education and 
Research, Housing, Job Creation, Training and 
Employment Services, Veterans. 


No one would claim that these reports, each ba- 
sed upon three months of intensive work, provide 
the last word about the potential improvement to 
programs costing the taxpayer in excess of $90 
billion per year. However, as the first attempt to 
present a comprehensive overview of what the 
federal government does, they will be of interest 
to many groups including provincial, territorial 
and municipal governments, the beneficiaries of 
programs and services provided by the federal 
government, analysts in academic institutions 
and the media. The findings of the study teams, 
as set out in these reports, are the product of the 
work and the thinking of the study teams them- 
selves, as provided to the Private Sector Advisory 
Committee. They do not reflect any decisions of 
the government. The government’s response to 
the various options presented by the study teams 
will be announced as decisions are made by 
Cabinet.

Faulty intonation 
rarely causes lexical misunderstanding, but it 
often results in confusion about the speaker’s 
intentions. For example, statements often sound 
like questions and wh- questions seem incom- 
plete when students raise their voice pitch, quite 
correctly, toward the end of a sentence but fail 
to lengthen the last stressed syllable enough to 
make the drop in pitch characteristic of final 
intonation.

The ‘schwa’ is practised in Part Il of Syllable 
Stress and Unstress, a workbook section 
designed for classroom use.This section con- 
tains numerous exercises and drills in stress 
recognition and manipulation and in the pronun- 
ciation of polysyllabic words, both individually 
and in sentences. Part Il also includes corrective 
work on troublesome areas like ‘Tens and 
Teens’ and the ‘Hit Parade’ of the 26 words 
most frequently mispronounced by Franco- 
phone students.

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LINGUISTICS PART 3: Teaching 
Materials for French as a Second 
Language 


The materials developed by the Public Service 
Commission of Canada for teaching French as a 
second language are Canadian in context and 
are designed for a clientele of English-speaking 
public servants. Detailed information on the 
pedagogical approaches used in the materials 
developed by the Public Service Commission is 
available in the catalogue French as a Second 
Language available from Pedagogical Produc- 
tion and Information Division, Linguistic Services 
Directorate, Bisson Centre, Room 218, 15 Bis- 
son Street, Hull, Quebec, Canada, K1A 0M7.

This material is listed in four sections: beginners’ 
level materials, intermediate and advanced level 
materials, specialized materials (multi-level 
modules) and tests. 


Beginners’ Level Materials 


Dialogue Canada 7 (1971, 1974) is the main 
beginners’ course; three other courses featuring 
distinct teaching approaches have been devel- 
oped from this base. These three variants, 
designed to meet the needs of a diversified 
clientele and to provide a variety of materials, 
are Approche traditionnelle (1975), Approche 
situationnelle (1978) and Dialogue Canada Pro- 
grammé (1974). The variants share the gram- 
matical progression of Dialogue Canada 7 and 
present identical language content, dialogues 
and situations. With the exception of Dialogue 
Canada Programme, they use the same audi- 
ovisual materials (cassettes, filmstrips) as Dia- 
logue Canada 1. The evaluation materials 
(progress and diagnostic tests) recommended 
for Dialogue Canada 7 are also shared with 
these variants. 


Supplementary materials respecting the gram- 
matical and lexical progression of Dialogue 
Canada 7 have also been developed: Franco- 
Fun (1974), a teaching kit of language games, 
and Exercices de généralisation (1978), a series 
of oral communication exercises. 


The four courses provide students with dia- 
logues drawn from real-life communication sit- 
uations in a French-Canadian sociocultural and 
sociolinguistic context, illustrated with cartoons. 
The courses also provide a situational presenta- 
tion of vocabulary that will be useful to public 
servants on the job and help students develop 
an awareness of cultural and linguistic par- 
ticularities in Quebec with the help of Angus, a 
visiting English-speaking Canadian of Scottish 


origin. Dialogue Canada 7 and its variants pro- 
vide a beginners’ level program in speaking, 
listening, reading, and writing. For each of 
these skills, students are introduced to basic 
concepts (grammatical structures and vocabu- 
lary chosen for their frequency and simplicity). 
Students thus acquire basic language knowl- 
edge that they are expected to be able to apply 
spontaneously in various communication situa- 
tions, for example: introducing people; buying 
something in a store; ordering a meal in a res- 
taurant; showing someone around in an unfamil- 
jar place; relaying a message; describing 
events; explaining routine duties to a new 
employee; writing simple memos. Detailed 
descriptions of the four approaches, of the sup- 
plementary materials and of the evaluation 
materials will be found in the sections dealing 
specially with each. 


DIALOGUE CANADA 1 


Dialogue Canada 1 follows the structuro-global 
audio-visual (SGAV) approach, a method which 
encourages students to absorb globally what 
they hear and see in simulated communication 
situations. No translation is used.Each of the 
program's forty-five units provides materials for 
approximately twelve hours of classroom study. 
A typical unit includes work phases based on 
the following texts: 


DIALOGUE DE DEPART: A dialogue set in an 
everyday communication situation, used to 
introduce the new language to be internalized 
and re-used. 

AU TRAVAIL: A dialogue set in an occupational 
context, used to review the material studied in 
the unit and to introduce vocabulary specific to 
the context studied. 

SYNTHESE: A mini-dialogue summarizing the 
language content of the unit. 

TRANSPOSITION: A work phase providing sup- 
port (for Units 3 to 13) or suggestions for com- 
municative simulations (for Units 14 to 45) to 
help the student re-use the knowledge acquired. 
AU QUEBEC AVEC ANGUS: The continuing 
story of Angus’ visit to Quebec, used to present 
cultural and linguistic phenomena peculiar to 
Quebec. 

LECTURE: Reading passages (from Unit 7 on) 
to help students learn to recognize graphemes 
corresponding to the phonemes they are familar 
with in the spoken language. These texts are 
also recorded on the lesson cassettes. 
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DICTEES: Dictation passages (Units 31 to 45) 
designed to develop the writing skill by re-using 
forms introduced in the unit. 

EXERCICES DE LABORATOIRE: Exercises in 
listening discrimination and comprehension 
(Units 1 to 15); exercises in listening discrimina- 
tion, listening comprehension and speaking

Intermediate and Advanced Level

In terms of language content, the intermediate 
and advanced level materials are composed of 
two parallel series: Dialogue Canada 2 and 
L’Atelier. 


Dialogue Canada 2 (1973-1977) is based on 
psychological theories that recognize the exist- 
ence of phases in long-term learning. The 
approach used in each bloc is determined by 
the level of competence that students have 
achieved at a particular phase. The sequencing 
of material is therefore based on psychopeda- 
gogical as well as on linguistic considerations: 
each bloc represents a step forward both in 
terms of the language dealt with and the assimi- 
lation process. The course also attempts to 
introduce variety and flexibility into the teaching 
materials and the learning situation, with each 
bloc implementing a_ specific pedagogical 
approach. Dialogue Canada 2 is designed for 
modular use, and each bloc may be used 
independently to respond to specific needs in 
terms either of language content or of teaching 
approach. 


In L’Atelier (1977), a standard format is used 
throughout the course, but a variety of class- 
room procedures is suggested to develop com- 
municative competence. L’Atelier is not an 
application of any particular second-language 
teaching theory; rather, it adopts an eclectic 
approach drawing on a number of contempo- 
rary theories, including andragogy. The large 
part given to the users’ autonomy and initiative 
is fundamental to the course, which provides a 
wide range of teaching materials and suggests a 
flexible and varied set of classroom procedures. 
L’Atelier encourages teachers to personalize 
their teaching in terms both of their own peda- 
gogical personalities and of the various teaching 
strategies that may profitably be used with 
intermediate and advanced level classes.

Impressions: 


Stories of the Nation’s Printer 
Early Years to 1900 


This is the story of the evolution of government printing from pre-Confederation times to the beginning 
of the twentieth century. It is also a re-creation of what life was like in Ottawa in the latter half of 
the nineteenth century with its intrigues, feuds, patronage and kickbacks, showing the inevitable link 
between printing and politics. Notable Queen’s Printers left their mark, like Derbishire, Brown 
Chamberlin, and of course the dynastic Desbarats who continued a family tradition established in 
France as printers to royalty. 


It depicts how the Office of the Queen’s Printer was 
created, and how different pieces of legislation were 
necessary to effect healthy changes in the industry, 
national printing first being done by commission, then 
under contract, and finally by government. 


The publication also contains a fascinating round-the- 
clock account of how Hansard presently comes to life 
each day following a sitting of the House of Commons. 


This is no dreary tale of printers’ inks. There is life 
breathed into the characters who struggled to find a 
permanent home for production instead of a peripatetic 
print shop. It traces the growth of government printing 
from a rudimentary business to the sophisticated outfit 
that it is today. 


Impressions is elegantly produced with photographs in sepia reflecting the technology and style of the 
period - a memorable work to be treasured by those involved in the printing industry.
